Microscopic charrcters: Spores white in deposits, hyaline under the microscope, 
broadly ellipsoidal, smocfth, with a large central gutta, nonamyloid, 10.5-14x7-8.5 /j, ; 
basidia four-spored, 38-55X 12-14 jx ; gill trama divergent, nonamyloid; pileus trama 
homogeneous beneath a gelatinous pellicle, not amyloid; hyphae with clamp 
connections. 

Ilab. Gregarious, on sandy soil in pine woods, Shiunji-mura, Nov. 3, 1953; June 
15, 1954; Oct. 16, 1954 (-type). 

Distr. Endemic (Echigo). 

This species is said to be a good edible mushroom in the vicinity of Niigata 
under the name “Doshin.” 

It appears to be most closely related to A. spreta Pk. { — A. cinerea Bres.), but 
differs in the dark colored cap as well as in the gray fibrillose-squamulose stem. In 
addition, A. esculenta has a grayish gill-edge as in A. inaurata Seer.

Micrscopic characters: Spores ochraceous in mass, ellipsoid, shortly warty and 
reticulate, amyloid, (7) 7.5-9.5 (11.5)x5.5-6.5 (8) n ; basidia four-spoied, 29-42X 9.5- 
11 ft ; cheilocystidia numerous, long clavate, with a cusp at the apex, hyaline, thin- 
walled, 38-48 X 7.5-10.5/r ; pleurocystidia scattered, similar to cheilocystidia ; gill trama 
consisting of numerous sphaeroc.ysts and connective hyphae; hyphae of the pellicle 
3-7 ju, thick, without clamp connections.

Distr. Endemic (Echigo). 

This species is very close to R. nitida (Schw.) Fr. by virtue of its violaceous 
cap and yellow gills, but differs in its ellipsoid, reticulate spores.
